As  required  by  law,  I  herewith  respectfully  present  my  report 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1917. 

HERBERT  S.  SISSON, 
State  Commissioner  of  Excise. 
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Hbnby  H.  Ltmam,  of  Oawego,  N.  Y.,  was  appointed  State 
CommissioneT  of  Excise  by  Governor  Morton,  April  1,  1896.  He 
was  reappointed  by  Governor  Odell  April  15,  1901.  He  died 
May  4th  of  the  same  year. 

Patrick  W,  Cullinan,  of  Oswego,  N.  Y.,  was  appointed  to 
the  vacancy  by  Governor  Odell,  May  18,  1901,  during  the  recees 
of  the  Senate.  Hia  appointment  was  confirmed  by  the  Senate 
January  8,  1902. 

Maynabd  N,  Clemekt,  of  Canandaigua,  N.  Y,,  was  appointed 
State  Commissioner  of  Excise  by  Governor  Hi^ins,  May  2,  1906. 

William  W.  Fabley,  of  Binghamton,  N.  Y.,  was  appointed 
State  Commissioner  of  Excise  by  Governor  Dix,  January  23, 
1911.  His  appointment  was  confirmed  by  the  Senate  Janu- 
ary 24,  1911,  and  he  took  ofiiee  April  1,  1911.  Mr.  Farley 
resigned,  to  take  effect  October  1,  1915. 

Geobge  E,  Gbeen,  of  Binghamton,  X.  Y.,  was  nominated  as 
State  Commissioner  of  Excise  by  Governor  Whitman,  April  21, 
1915,  to  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  ending 
March  31,  1916,  caused  by  the  resignation  of  William  W.  Farley. 
The  appointment  was  confirmed  by  the  Senate,  April  21,  1915, 
to  take  effect  October  1,  1915.  On  March  15,  1916,  Mr.  Green 
was  again  nominated  by  Governor  Whitman  for  reappointment 
for  the  full  five  year  term,  and  his  reappointment  was  confirmed 
by  the  Senate  on  said  date,  to  take  effect  April  1,  1916.  Mr, 
Ojreen  died  January  16,  1917. 
.,-■•!  Hebbbbt  S.  Sisson,  of  Collins,  N.  Y.,  was  appointed  State 
'Commissioner  of  Excise  by  Governor  Whitman,  January  24, 
1917,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  George  E.  Green. 
His  appointment  was  confirmed  by  the  Senate  on  said  date.

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TWENTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT 


Revenue 


The  expenses  of  the  legal  bureau  for  the  year  ending  September 
30,  1917,  were  $56,063.88,  an  increase  of  $7,790.49.  This  may 
be  readily  accounted  for  by  the  increased  revenue  from  penalties 
and  costs,  which  increased  $101,475.77  over  receipts  of  last  year. 

Criminal  fines  deci-eased $21,272  50 

All  night  permits  decreased 37,861  '25 

£xpenses  of  department  decreased 5,562   13 


The  decrease  in  revenue  from  certificates  was  $382,205.17,  and 
the  decrease  in  number  of  liquor  tax  certificates  was  526. 

The  rebates  increased  from  $9,168.23  last  year  to  $115,820.85, 
an  increase  of  $106,652.52. 

The  amounts  recci^'ed  from  search  and  seizure  increased 
$971.71  over  last  year. 

The  surplus  of  earnings  of  legal  bureau,  interest  on  temporaiy 
deposits  and  criminal  fines,  over  total  expense  of  Department,  was 
$195,675.38.

"By  the  provisions  of  chapter  115  of  the  Laws  of   1903,  liquor  tax  rates 


the  certificate  year  was  changed  from  May  Ist  to  Octohor  Ist,  to  correspond 
with  the  fiscal  year  of  the  State.  Under  this  amendment,  the  excise  tax 
collected  May  1,  1808,  was  for  only  five-twelfths  of  one  year,  which  explains 
the  apparent  decrease  in  revenue. 

}By  the  provisions  of  chapter  672  of  tlie  Laws  of  1915,  liquor  tax  rates 
were  increased  twenty-five  per  cent,  in  effect  October  1,  ims.  Three-fifths  of 
the  revenue  from  liquor  tax  certificates  shall  be  paid  to  the  State  Treasurer 
and  two-llffha  to  the  fiscal  officer  of  the  city  or  town  in  wliich  the  trnflic  was 
carried  on  and  from  which  such  revenue  was  received.

Prior  to  May  I,  1899,  the  control  of  the  liquor  traffic  in  the  State  reated 
entirely  with  local  license  boBrde,  under  the  statute  of  1!<92,  and  nearly  Ave 
thousand  officials  were  emploj'ed.  (Two  hundred  and  fifteen  are  employed 
under  the  Liquor  Tax  Law.)  The  total  sum  collected  throughout  the  State 
durii^  the  last  year  under  the  old  system  waa  $4,I72,370.5S,  and  the  cost  of 
collection  was  (252,782.77,  or  more  than  8  per  cent  upon  the  sum  bo  collected.

The  net  Teceipts  in  "Sew  York  cotmly,  Tmder  the  Liquor  Tax 
Iaw,  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1917,  after  paying  all 
rabates,  va^e  $6,698,273.51,  of  which  there  was  pitid  into  the 
treasury  of  New  York  city,  as  the  locality's  net  share,  $2,674,- 
068.47,  and  into  the  State  Treaeury  as  the  State's  net  share, 
«4,O34^06.04. 

Since  the  enactment  of  the  Liquor  Tax  Law,  May  1,  1896,  to 
fieptemher  30,  1917,  there  has  been  collected  under  it  in  New 
York  coimty  «141,860,756.2g,  of  n^ich  $73,723,554.05  has  been 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  New  York  city,  and  $64,160,800.18  into 
the  treasuiy  of  the  State  (rebates  on  surrendered  certificatee 
deducted). 

Benefit  by  Reduced  Tax,  Etc. 

The  net  amount  paid  into  the  State  treasury  as  excbe  taxes 
Irom  the  entire  State  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1917, 
waa  $12,586,356.93. 

New  York  county's  share  of  property  assessed  for  State  taxar 
tion  ia  given  in  the  equalization  table  for  1917,  prepared  by  the 
State  Board  of  Asseesors,  as  40.897  per  cent.  Therefore,  the 
benefit  derived  by  New  York  county  from  liquor  tax  moneys  paid 
into  the  State  treasury  during  the  year  ending  September  30, 
1917,  has  beea  40.897  per  cent  of  $12,586,356.93,  or  $5,147,- 
442.42.  In  other  words,  if  the  State  treasury  had  not  received 
the  above  amount  aa  taxes  from  the  liquor  traffic,  New  York 
coimty  would  have  been  obliged  to  pay  into  the  State  treasury 
from  taxes  on  real  and  personal  property  $5,147,442.42  more 
for  the  support  of  the  State  government.  In  addition  to  this 
benefit  of  $5,147,442.42  from  reduced  State  taxes  during  the  year 
ending  September  30,  1917,  there  was  paid  directly  into  the 
treasury  of  New  York  city  as  the  locality's  share  of  the  excise 
receipts  collected  in  New  York  county,  $2,674,068.47,  making  a 
total  benefit  for  the  year  of  $7,821,510.89,  being  an  increase  of 
^6,715,497.79  over  the  total  of  $1,056,013.10  receipts  from  excise 
taxes  under  the  old  law  for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1896. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  above  that  New  York  county's  benefit 
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under  the  Liquor  Tax  Law  by  reduced  State  taxes  for  the  year 
ending  September  30,  1917,  was  $5,147,442.42,  while  there  was 
paid  into  the  State  treasury  as  excise  taxes  coining  from  such 
county  but  $4,024,205.04;  that  ie,  New  York  county  benefited 
from  a  reduction  in  its  State  tax  through  operation  of  the  Liquor 
Tax  Law  $1,118,237.38  more  than  waa  paid  into  the  State 
treasury  as  excise  taxes  from  that  county. 

The  result  is  due  to  the  fact  that  New  York  county's  per  cent 
of  the  entire  real  and  personal  property  in  the  State  which  is 
assessed  for  State  taxation  is  greater  than  the  per  cent  of  the 
entire  excise  taxes  paid  into  the  State  treasury  which  comes  from 
that  county. 

Decrease  in  Drinking  Places 

Under  the  old  law  for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1896,  there 
were  7,330  places  licensed  in  New  York  county  for  liquors  to  be 
drunk  on  the  premises  where  sold.  The  number  of  liquor  tax 
certificates  in  force  September  30,  1917,  for  such  drinking  places 
was  3,975,  being  a  decrease  of  3,355  or  46  per  cent,  notwith- 
standing an  increase  in  population  of  over  53  per  cent  since  the 
enactment  of  the  preaent  Liquor  Tax  Law.
